Automobile Is Found Broken Down Near Scene 
of Crime—Chief of Police Presses Of- 
ficers Into Service in Effort to 
Run Down Thieves.

NEW WESTMINSTER, British Columbia, Sept. 15.—Thrée 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars was stolen early this mofn- 
ing from the branch of the Bank of Montreal in this city. 


Five burglars entered the bank by the front door, 


broke 


through the thin metal coating of the vault, blew the safe by 
charges of nitroglycerin and got away with their booty. without 
being seen except by a Chinese ¢aretaker. 


They probably escaped down the Fra- 
ser River in a launch or else by auto- 
mobile toward Vancouver. 

There was $350,000 in the bank safes. 

Chief of Police Bradshaw believes the 
nen would have taken it all if they could 
have carried it. 

As it was they took all they could 
tarry away, leaving all the silver and 
notes of small. denominations as well as 
@amaged $500 and ten-dollar bills lying 
around the floor and tables of the room 
of one of the clerks. . 

Chinese Caretaker Gets Help. 

The first known of the robbery was 
when a Chinese caretaker appeared at 
the police station at about 5:30 o’clock 
and gave the alarm. He had managed 
to werk out of the bonds with which 
he was tied. Chief of. Police Brad- 
shaw hurried to the scene and all of the 
available officers were pressed into serv- 
ice, but the only obtainable clew was 
that giv en by the Chinese. 

From the thoroughness of the job and 
the tools with which the work was done, 
the local officers believe the same gang 
which has been a@, work in Vancouver 
turned the work here. 

It is impossible to say just when the 
men entered the bank, but it is pre- 
sumed that it was some .time about 4 


‘p’clock this morning, for when the Chi- 


nese janitor arri@d, after 4 o'clock, to 
clean up, he found the three men had 
been doing a little cleaning up on their 
own account and before the Chinese 
could give the alarm lr was sandbagged 
and gagged and tied to a chair. 

Then the robbers proceeded to collect 
the gold and bills of the vault and left 
the building some time before 5 o’clock, 
taking more than a quarter of a million 
with them, leaving about $100,000 in the 
vault behind. 

. Broken Auto Is Found. 

That the robbers are still in the 
vicinity is apparent by the finding of 
a .powerful automobile stolen from 
T. J. Trapp’s garage broken down in 
front of the Y, M. C. A. Building. It 
is thought they started to get away 
in the machine and then had — 
don it. 

Usually there fs J — on the 
premi but last week he went on his 
vacation, It is evident the robbers knew 
of this for in his room the loot was tied 
up and blankets from his bed were 
used to deaden the noise of the ex- 
plosion. 

After a survey by bank officials soon 
after 10 o'clock this morning it was 
officially stated that the robbers got 
away with at least $320,000. 

‘The caretaker came running to the po- 
lice station, which is less than % yards 
from the bank, crying that the bank 
had been robbed. He said he had en- 
tered the bank at 4:10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The statement is corroborated by 
a policeman, who remembers that he 
saw him going toward the bank at that

From the front door the robbers 
evidently had crossed the main office 
of the bank and ascended a stairway 
which led to the room: of one of the 
clerks, who usually sleeps in the 
bank. This young man, however,’ 
was on his vacation, so that there 
was no person on the premises. 

By means of a pick the robbers tore 
away a hole through the bricks that 
compose.the sides of the general 
vault, and the same instrument was 
uséd to break through the thin cast- 
iron lining of the vault. The latter 
was not heavy, and it could not have 
been more than 20 minutes’ work be- 
fore the burglars had got Into the 
vault in front of the great steel] door, 


Worked Like Masters 
The robbers went at the "Job like 


masters. The corners and cracks were 
evidentiy filled with nitroglycerin and 


from all that can be observed from .to-. 


day’s*examination, it is doubtful wheth- 
er more than one charge was used in 
forcing the front safe. The hole they 
had made through which to crawl into 
the vault they plugged with the bed- 
ding that had been used by the.young 
clerk. This must have effectually 
deadened the sound, for no person has 
been found who heard the explosion. A 
policeman during a good déal of his 
time was in the next building, nat more 
than ten yards away and heard nothing. 

The police station was not more than 
twice that distance away and nothing 
occurred to disturb the policemen’s com- 
ing and going to the main office.

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PRESIDENT PRAISES |STOLYPIN CLINGING TO 
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WILEY: REFUSES 10 
ASK RESIGNATION 


No Word of Censure in De- 
cision Which Rejects Rec- 
omendations of the Attor- 
ney-General and Reverses 
Finding of Personnel 
Board. 


ADMITS TROUBLE IS 





Pure Food Expert Will Con- 
tinue as Head of Bureau of 
Chemistry—Big Shake-Up 
Probably Will Follow De- 
cision By Taft.

‘ BEVERLY, Mass., Sept. 15.—The 
resignation of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the Bureau of Chemistry in 
the Department of -Agriculture, and 
probably the best-known pure food 
expert in the Government’ service, 
will net be asked for by President 
Taft, despite recommendations that 
it be requested made by the Person- 
nel Board of the department and in- 
dorsed by Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham. 

This decision was announced here 
today by President Taft. 

“The eondign punishment” for Dr. 
Wiley, which Wickersham held to be 
necessary, will not be meted out by 
the chief executive. 

The President’s opinion, carrying 
no word of criticism for Dr Wiley, 
but many a word of praise, was made 
public here today. There is no indica- 
tion in it that the President feels that 
he “turned down”? Wickersham by not 
accepting his recommendation. He 
explains that the Attorney-General’s 
findings in the case were made with 
less complete: data than was before 
him when he took it up. 

Admits There Is Trouble. 

_ In the opinfon the President admits 
What has been well known’to many 
bersons close to the administration— 
that there is trouble in the Départ- 
ment of Agriéulture, Speaking of the 
congressional inquiry into that de- 
partment, unfinished at the last ses- 
sion, but to be taken up again next 
winter, the President says: 

“The broader issues raised by the 
investigation, which have a much 
weightier relation than this one to 
the iy arg efficiency of the depart-} 
ment, may require much more radical 
action than the question I have con- 
sidered ang decided.” 

That this statement indicates a ser- 
ious shake-up in the Department next 
winter, was freely predicted here today. 


that Secretary Wilson was disposed to 
retire and it is not believed here that 
the President would request him to do 
so. A general clean-up of affairs in 
the department, however, could easily 
be required by the President and -car- 
ried through when he returns to Wash- 
ington in November. 

Rejects All Rec 

The “Wiley case’ arose over the em- 
ployment by the Bureau of Chemistry 
of Dr. H. H. Rusby of New York, 
pharmacognosist of the bureau. In ef- 
fect Dr. Wiley, Dr. L. F. Kebler, chief 
of the drug laboratory, and Dr. W. D. 
Bigelaw, assistant chief or the bureau 
were charged with having conspired to 
pey Dr. Rusby a salary of $1600 a year 
with the tacit understanding that he 
was to do only enough work to secure 
this amount at the rate of $20 a day. 

This was held to violate the act of 
Congress of March 4, 1907, which de- 
clared that no classified scientific in- 
vestigator should receive more than 
$9 a day, ' 

In addition to the recommendation 
that Dr. Wiley be allowed to resign, 
the personnel board held: that Dr. 
Rusby should be dismissed, that Dr. 
Kebler be reduced and that Dr. Bigelow 
be allowed to quit the service. None 
of these reconimendations is upheld in 
the President's opinion. 

Concerning Dr. Wiley’s innocence, the 
President says: 

The truth is, it appears from the an- 
swers of Dr. Wiley, Dr. Kebler and Dr. 
Bigelow that there had been a good 
many precedents in the department 
which seemed, to justify the employment 
of Dr. Rusby at an annual salary when 
it was not expected that his entire time 
would be taken up.” 

Further on he says that the evidence 
“clearly reconciled the action of: Dr. 
Wiley with a desire to comply with tne 
law. 

Dr. Kebler is reprimanded for “dis- 
ingenous conduct” in his letter-writ- 
ing to Dr. Rusby, and the President 
says that the letters suggest a “wil- 
lingness to resort to evasion” that 
calls for official reproof. Dr. Bigelow 
is held to have been “overzealous” 
ang @ reprimand by Secretary of Ag- 
riculture. Wilson, to whom the opin- 
fon, which is in letter form, is direct- 
ed, is ordered by the President. 

' Dr. Rusby is held to be as guilt- 
less as Dr. Wiley in this particular 
matter.

Emperor and Royal Prin- 
cesses See Act of Devotion 
at Gala Opera Performance 
When Man Saunters Down 
Center. Aisle, Speaks to 
Premier and Shoots Him.

KIEV, Russia, Sept. 15.— Premier 
Stolypin, for the third time the vic- 
tim of an assassin’s aim, clings to 
life, and there is a chance that ht 

will recover, 

Fired on at close range as he sat 
defenseless in his chair at the Muni- 
cipal Theater last night, the Premier 
has two wounds, neither of which, it 
is said, are necessarily fatal. A dis- 
patch sent to the Premier’s brother, 
Alexander Stolypin, at St. Peters- 
burg, in the early morning stated that 
the patient’s condition was “very 
Ssatisfactory,’”’ and the surgeons had 
not deemed an operation necessary. 
Their tentative judgment was» that 
the bullets had wounded the pleura 
and grazed the liver. ® 

Following his removal from the 
playhouse, the wounded man slept for 
four hours, after which the first con- 


sultation was held. 
At noon today a bulletin was issued 


signed by Adameician Rain, Profs. Volk- 
evich, Lakloff, Janovsky and ‘Dr. Dit- 
richs and Dr. Afanassieff, all of whom 
were in consultation. It read: 

“There were two wounds, one in the 
right breast and the other in the wriat 
of the right hand. A bullet entere 
under the sixth rib.inside the line of the 
papillae. No exit was found.’ The bul- 
let was felt under the twelfth rib near 
the vertebrae. During the first hours 
there was a considerable loss of strength 
and great pain, which the minister bore 
stoically.. The first half of the night 
was disquieting. Toward morning 
there was an imprevement. Tempera- 
ture, 98.6; pulse, 92.”’ 

The assassination was attempted un- 
der dramatic circumstances. The would- 
be murderer, who described himself as 
a junior member of a firm of lawyers 
and the son of a well-known attorney 
and wealthy house owner, M. Bogroff 
chose a moment when attention, ha 
been withdrawn from the stage and 
could, be centered readily on him. » 

The day had been one of festivities 
in which Emperor Nicholas and others 
of the Imperial family had personally 
participated. In the afternoon the Em- 
peror with M. Stolypin and others of 
the cabinet had witnessed the army 
maneuvers in the vicinity of Kopytow. 

Returning to the city, the party vis- 
ited the Petchora Hippodrome and wit- 
nessed a review of 4000 boy scouts from 
the Kiev grammar school. This was at 
5:30 o’clock. Meanwhile the populace 
had been entertained with the trotting 
races and. other public exhibitfons. 

Admiazsion by Card. 

The program was to close ‘with*’a gala 
performance of. the opera and ballet 
“Tsar Soltan,” by Rimsky-Korsakoff, 
the Jate composer and professor of St. 
Petersburg Conservatory. 

Admission to the Municipal Theater 
‘was by card, and these permits had been 
issued with great discrimination to lead- 
ing citizens of the city. At 9 o’clock 
the curtain rose. ‘The imperial box was 
oceupied by Emperor Nicholas, the heir 
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‘from the theater. 
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IIADAME.STOLYPIN”™ 


Premier Stolypin and his associates in 
the ministry, 
No Sign of Danger. 

The opera progressed until the curtain 
fell on the second act. During the inter- 
mission Premier Stolypin leaning his left 
arm on the. orchestra rail, had turned 
his face to the right toward the center 
aisle, conversing with the Minister of 
War, Gen. Soukhomliinoff, and Count 
Potocky. 

A young man In evening clothes moved 
quietly down the center aisle, 
proached the row occupied by the min- 
isters and appeared to accost M. Stoly- 
pin. A second later he swiftly drew a 
revolver from his coat and emptied 
it seemingly point blank at M. Stolypin. 


Emperor Nicholas, at the sound of 
the first shot, sprang from his chair 
and, stepping to the front of the fm- 
perial box, stared in the direction of 
the wounded Premier. With a quick 
realization of what had occurred, His 
Majesty ordered the orchestra to play 
the national anthem. 


The coolest figure in the tragedy 
was that of M. Stolypin, who was 
twice wounded. One bullet had en- 
tered the right breast and the other 
the right wrist, probably as he d 
raised his arm in defense. .With 
great céurage he summoned his wan- 
ing strength and, rising, faceqa the 
imperial box, lifted his wounded arm 
and made the sign ofthe cross toward 
His Majesty. Then he dropped into 
his seat. 


Before .Gen. Soukhomlinoff could 
assist hiner the Premier: removed his 
uniform coat and attempted to ex- 
amine his injuries. 

Meantime there was the wildest con- 
fusion, in the midst of which Bogroff 
slipped toward an exit. Before he 
could reach it, however, he was seizea, 
thrown to the floor and trampled under 
foot. : 

The police succeeded in controlling the 
situation and gave Bogroff the protec- 
tion of a prisoner. After the Premier 
had received first aid he was carried 
As he was taken 
dcwn the aisle he witnessed a remark- 
abe demonstration of loyalty. While 
responding to the command of the Em- 
peror, the orchestra played the national 
anthem, the curtain rose. and . the 
artists, still in the costumes of the 
opera .knelt at the anthem, repeating 
it five times, the audience joining in a 
chorus of “God, Save Thy People,” 

\ The Czar Bows. 

The Emperor made his ackhowledge- 
ment by repeated bows. Then with his 
children he left the theater and pro- 
ceeded to the palace. °

opera house. The audience was allowed 
‘9 leave only one by one, after identifi- 
cation.’ ,

A series of tremendous flashlight ex- 
plosions marked the progress Friday 
morning of a fire at the Mallinckrodt 


linckrodt streets, which caused the in- 
jury_of four firemen and endangered 
for a time the lives of 500 employes. 
The fire was in the millroom of an 
isolated four-story building, where 


metallic magnesium is ground for the 
powder which photographers use: , Four 


explosions—enough.to make more thas 
125,000 average flashlight exposures. __ 

An automatic sprinkling» device gave 
an electric alarm to the employes in the 
&ther buildings of the plant, which cov- 
ers four city blocks, and they formed 
fire drills, marching to safety. 

Firemen Are Injured. 

Two of the firemen were Injured in the 
explosion simultaneously of four _ 10- 
pound cans of powder. They were on the 
second story, and the “explosion -blew 
in the floor beneath them. The blaz- 
ing powder, which when afire eats into 
the skin: like vitriol, descended on Lieut, 
Alfred Altmann of Eugine Company No. 


back were burned, and“ he may jose his 
sight, but it.

J. Hoban and O. Hammer, fellow fire- 
men, dragged Altinann ‘into the open 
air and extinguishéd thé flame: 

Altmann is a widower, 4 years oid, 
and lives with four children at . 2736 
Gamble street. He is a fireman over 
the protests of the elder children, Oscar, 
20 years old, and Frank, 17, who have 
long pleaded with him to retire, as they’ 
enough to support the family. 

Seemed to Love Danger. 

“A wagon backed into father two 
years ago at a fire and hurt him,” 
Oscar told a Post-Ditpatch reporter, 
“and we begged’ him: to leave the: de- 
partment, but he seemed to love the 
work and the danger.”’ 

Y The other children are Louise, 
years old, and Charlotte, 12. 

The other fireman hurt in the explo- 
sion was Pipeman Patrick Crossen of 
Engine Co. No. 5. The blast threw him 
against a post, cutting his forehead and 
left hand, and bruising his left side. 
He was taken to his home at 2618 Slat- 
tery street, where he lives with his 
wife. It is not believed by physidians 
who examined him that the skull is 
fractured. 

Hurt im a Collision. 

Two firemen were hurt in a collision 
of Truck No. 2 and Reel No. 6 in front 
of 11% Palm street while responding to 
the general alarm which was turnéd in. 
August Steinhoff was thrown from the 
truck and an arm was broken. Simon 
Boss, on the reel, suffered a dislocated 
shoulder. Both were taken home. 

The fire started at 8:30 a. m. from 
the explosion of a 10-pound can of 
the flashlight powder. Whether an 
electric wire touched it or an employe 
tapped it with a hammer in opening 
the can has not been determined. The 
chemical is explosive as well as com- 
bustible, and could have been set off 
in the latter way. O. L. Biebinger, 
secretary of the company, believes it 
was, but cannot explain how the em- 
ploye escaped with his life. 

Girl Operater Faints. 

When this explosion occurred it 
was as if the average photographic 
flashlight had /been magnified 306- 
fold. In the average flashlight half 
an ounce of the powder is used, but 
in exceptional cases as much.as three 
or four ounces may be used. 

There was a terrific detonation, a 
strong glare of flame, and billows of 
olly smoke rolled to the ceiling and 
out through the shattered windows. 

Ten men at work on that floor, and # 
others in the building, rushed out. One 
of them fell uficonacious near a door 
from the choking fumes, and his com- 
panions carried him into the general of- 
fices adjoining on the west. An ambu-

DENVER, Colo., Sept, 15.—Discovery 
of the cause and cure of hay fever is 
announced In the official organ of the 
physicians of Colora@o and Utah, the 
Denver Medical Times. 

Any plant of the solidage or ambrosia 
species, the former including the golden 
rod and the latter the wormwood, will 
cause hay fever in those susceptible to 
the disease, say the dG6ctors, and the 
pollen from these plants is the basis for 
the only preventive or cure discovered. 

To procure the antitoxin healthy 
horses are inoculated with an extract 
from the pollen of the plants that cause 
the disease, then after the horses are 
sneezing and whooping p ly the 
serum is drawn off from their blood. 
The antitoxin is administered through 
the eyes or the nose, as preferréd, and 
a second dose is sometimes required. *

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IN PITTSBURG STORM 


PITTSBURG, P., Sept. 15.—Damage es- 
timated at $100,000 was done and several 
lives were reported lost in a cloudburst- 


whith swept Etna, Snarpsburg and Mill- 
vale, suburbs of Pittsburg, today. 

The water tore through the streets of 
Etna in a torrent, carrying great masses 
of debris against the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, bridge. Search is being made 
made for persons believed to have been 
swept down in the flood. Two hundred 
workmen were caught at the Spang- 
Chalfant mills and hung suspended to 
the raftors of one of the buildings until 
the waters receded or they were taken 
off in boats. 

The storm was general throughout 
Western Pennsylvania, but the principal 
damage was done in Allegheny County. 
The precipitation at Pittsburg from 10:30 
o’clock Thursday night until 10:30 o’clock 
today was 2.08 while at Beaver Falls 
4.60 was reported. 

Bridges were washed out and railway 
traffic held up. At Millvale scores of 
persons were compelled to flee for their 
lives. The power plant of the Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing Co. 
was flooded, throwing several thousand 
men ,out of employment.

Copy of Pledge Not to Criticise 
Him Filed in Action to Re- 
mové Him as Curator. 


SHE IS ONE OF BONDSMEN 


Effort to Remove Estate of Uriel 
and Unema G. Haynes From. 
His. Care. 


The methods employed by Atterney 
Ellroy V. Selleck to seal the lips of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Josephine V. Pick- 
les, is made, in part, the basis of a suit 
filed in the Probate Court Friday to 
remove him as curator of the estate of 
Uriel and Unema G. Haynes. 

The suit was filed in behalf of the 
Haynes children by State Senator 
Charles F. Krone. Attached to the pe- 
tition is a purpdrted photographic copy 
of an agreement signed by Mrs. Pickles 
June 26, 1911, in which she pledged her- 
self, “upon her sacred word and honor, 
to refrain from speaking ill, or making 
any uncomplimentary remarks about or 
concerning Selleck or his family.” 

This pledge was made soon after Sel- 
leck had represented Mrs. Pickles’ hus- 
band in a divorce sult which she had 
filed against him. Mrs. Pickles won the 
divorce, a feature of the trial being 
Selleck’s cross-examination ‘of his 
mother-in-law and her sharp retorts. 

The petition charges that although 
Selleck had been employed by Mrs. 
Pickles’ husband to appeal the divorce 
c@se, he refrained from doing so after 
she had sighed the agreement, 

The ‘charges in connection with the 
agreement signed by his mother-in-law 
constitute only a small part of the rea- 
sons set forth by the- petitioners as to 
why Selleck should be removed as cura- 
tor of the estate. Eleven specific cases 
are~-cited in which Selleck’s courge is 
set forth in detail. 

His alleged connection with land deals 
in Pike County and Georgia is recited 
at length. Also numerous St. Louis 
cases ere cited. 

The petition recites that Charles Pick- 
les, the father-in-law of Selleck, Jose- 
phine V. Pickles, the mother-in-law, and 
Dr. George Haverstick are on Selleck’s 
bond in the Haynes 4state. The peti- 
tidners ask that he be required to give 
a new bond, and that also he be com- 


collected by him in the estate of the 
Haynes minors. The Court is asked to 
conduct an inquiry to determine whether 
Selleck is a suitable and capable person 
to act as curator, and if he is found 
not to be, that he be removed from the 
office. : 

Attorney Krone, as the legal repre- 
sentative of the John Link estate, has 
filed’ several suits against Selleck re- 
cently to compel him to render an ac- 
counting of funds alleged to have been 
handled by him -while he acted as at- 
torney for Link’s widow.

Charles S. Schrader Buffeted-and 
Then Crushed by Companions 
at High School.

Illinois Law Provides Fine of 
$500 or Jail Sentence for 
Practice of Rough Play. 


Charlwes §. Schrader, 14-year-old son 
of Henry C. G. Schrader, is under medi- 
cal treatment at his home on South 
Eligh street, Belleville, for serious in- 
ternal injuries received Thursday, when 
He was the victim of a hazing at the 
Belleville High School. 

The boy’s father has the names of the 
boys who did the hazing, but will await 
the oytcome of the boy’s injuries before 
invoking the law, which makes hazing 
in Illinois a misdemeanor punishable by 
fine or imprisonment. 

Henry W. Brua, principal of the 
school, says he is making an investiga- 
tion. He Goes not say what steps will 
he taken to punish the hazers In the 
present instance, but says that expul- 
sicn will be the penalty of repetition. 

The Schrader boy entered high 
school last week. At the morning re- 
cess Thursday he was surrounded on 
the playground by a growd of boys 
and “pushed.” This consisted in hurl- 
ing him back and forth across a hol- 
low .circle. After he had been buf- 
feted in this ‘way for a time he fell 
to the ground and some of the hazers 
fell or threw themselves across his 
body, crushing his side and injuring 
his liver.’ 

At the call of the bell the boys 
ran away, leaving the Schrader boy 
lying on the grotnd. Unable to walk, 
he crawled across the yard to the 
yard of the Presbyterian Church, ad- 
joining, trying to reach home by a 
short route. He dragged himself 
through the churchyard to High 
street, but his pain was so great that 
he could go no farther and he sank 
to the sidewalk. 

Two men who happened along car- 
r'ed him home ang Dr. C. H. Starkel 
was called. The doctor is unable to 
tell how serious the boy’s injuries 
are. | 
The boy's father said Friday that he 
knew who the boys were who had in- 
jured. his son, but he was not prepared 
to say what action he would take. He 
intimated, however, his familiarity with 
‘the Illinois statute, which provides a fine 
of $500 or a jail sentence as a penalty 
for hazing. 

Formerly hazing was extensively prac- 
ticed in the Beeville High School, but 
it is said that for the past two or three 
years only mild forms of hazing have 
been indulged in.

Efficiency Increased, 
Waste Prevented 


The proposed arrangement between 
the Western Union, the Anglo-Amer- 
jean and the Direct U. S. companies 
will bring the eight cables of the three 

_companies under ong operating con- 
trol. The consequent increase in 
effectiveness and economy will place 
the Western Union in a position to 
offer certain advantages in cable 
service not now enjoyed by the public. 

The other way open to enable 
the Western Union to make such im- 
provements and introduce such new 
services as it proposes to do, would 
be to lay new cables.

Efficient Service Requires

To meet these requirements it is 
essential not only. that there be at all 
times sufficient cable facilities, under 
one control, but that they should be 
operated interchangeably with each 
other and in close physical connec- 
tion with land lines as one system. 
Ample spare facilities are necessary 
to provide against the very frequent 
cable interruptions. : 


Neither the Western Union nor any 
one of the companies of the Western 
Union group has, independently of the » 
others, facilities enough ‘to handle 
the. business which .at times any one’ 
company might be.called upon to take 
care of, because of: some particular 


cable interruption. Nor could any one 
company furnish all the direct circuits 
necessary for ‘efficient service, al- 
though the combined facilities of 
‘these companies’ are ample if they 
could be used’ stipplementary to each ° 
other and interchangeably. 


As it is, each company operates its 
own cables through separate and dis- 
tinct offices and under separate and 
distinct management. Allinterchange

It is said Smith 
will be offered the alternative of hav- 
ing his resignation accepted immedia- 
tely “for the good of the service,” or 
of being arrested and returned to the 
Asiatic Station, and there tried by a4 
court martial on charges of so grave @ 
nature that the specifications are 
closely withheld by the department. 

From what has been gleaned from the 
flagship Saratoga, on which Lieut. 
Smith was serving at the time, it is 
understood that the alleged offenses 
were such that their publication would 
shake the navy, as did those that forced 
Rear Admiral Barry out of the service 
several months ago. They are said to 
be such that tha Navy Department has 
determined to get rid of Smith in a 
manner used only in extreme cases 
when the high repute of the service has 
been besmirched. It is only in such 
cases that the navy summarily demands 
immediate resignation. There have been 
but half a dozen instances of it. 

Few Similar Instances. 

Shortly after the . nme pris ke 
War a lieutenant was. forced to resign 
under similar conditions, but he was 
later given a place in a civil department 
of the Government in Washington. A 
couple of years before that war an en- 
sign was forced out and in the '980s an 
officer was compelled to resign by cable 
from the South Atlantic station for mis- 
conduct involving a brother officer’s 
wife. In 1886 a lieutenant was com- 
pelled to resign while his ship, the flag- 
ship Pensacola of the European station, 
\was at Naples. This officer tried to re- 
enter«the service at the time of the 
Spanish-American War, but was recog- 
nized and his application rejected.

He was 
graduated in 1905 and was commissioned 
lieutenant Jan. 81, 1910. Prior to joining 
the flagship he commanded the gunboat 
Villa Lobos in the Philippines.

Charles Bartholomew acrose in court 
to be sentenced, on his plea of murder, 
‘he held in his arms his 2-year-old daugh- 


ter. He was sentenced to life impris- 
onment in the Southern Illinois périten- 
tiary on his plea of guilty. He shot and 
Sitied a young man who, he had been 
told, had made scandalous remarks 
about his daughter. 

The killing occurred May 1, 1911, in 
front of the Rex Hotel, owned by the 
victim's father, 8S. H. Cordner. This 
hetel is the principal meeting and loung- 
fing place for residents and visitors to 
Clay City. The eorner was crowded 
at 7 p. m. and guests were sitting in 
chairs about thie hotel entrance. 


: » Frank Cordner stepped from the front 
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door to the sidewalk. There’ was a 
commotion at the edge of the crowd. 
Bartholomew, pushing mer, aside with 
his elbows, cleared a space on the side- 
walk and rushed forward. When it was 
seen that he had a revolver in his hand 
it was too late to stop him. 

He deliberately raised the weapon 
nd fired five shots. Frank Cordner 
fell dead on the sidewalk. Three bul- 
lets had entered his body and two 
pierced his skull. 

Cordner’s father ran out, and lifting 
his son's body in his arms, he carried it 
into the hotel. A few minutes later 
he appeared at the door with a shot- 
gun in his hands. . 

Taken From Scene. 

Barthoiomew had been’ surrounded 
and taken away from the scene of the 
shooting. Cordner attempted to follow 
the slayer of his son, but hotel guests 
restrained him and took» the shotgun 
from him. 

Bartholomew, who until a month be- 
fore was Town Marshal, went to his 
former office and surrendered. 

“T'll sleep well tonight,” he said. “I 
have killed the man who slandered my 
daughter.”
